BUCHAREST—A survey of the 
effects of the Goga Government’s 
threatened anti-Semitic measures 
revealed one of the greatest mig- 
ratory movements in Rumanian 
history developing in the provinces 
of Bukowina, Bessarabia and Mold- 
avia, territories annexed after the 
World War, which have large Jew- 
ish populations. 

A wave of Jewish refugees from 
villages is flooding the larger 
towns in those provinces, where the 
peasants have literally accepted 
Premier Goga’s declaration that 
the Jews will no longer be permit- 
ted to live on the land. Although 
no such law has yet been passed, 
the peasants in numerous districts 

ave already agreed on division of 

ewish-owned property and are 
only awaiting promulgation of the 
law to take possession. In the 
ace of such an attitude, it has 
ome impossible for Jews to re- 
main in those districts, 

Jewish leaders here estimate 
hat at least 20,000 families, tot- 
alling 100,000 souls, which have 
lived on the land and in villages 
for generations, will soon become 
a burden upon the community and 
will require relief assistance. The 
mumber includes Jewish innkeepers 
whose licenses will soon be revok- 
ed under the projected law, for- 
bidding Jews to sell liquor. (Ac- 
ording to official estimates 11,700 
pf some 52,000 public houses are 
Jewish-owned. )

The Editor’s Chair: 

One of the first tasks assigned 
to a “cub” reporter is the obituar- 
ies”. That is, covering the deaths. 
The undertakers must be called at 
regular intervals, survivors must 
be recorded, and funeral arrange- 
ments secured. The job is defin- 
itely routine, and offers very lit- 
tle opportunity for news-writing, 
adventure or initiative. 

So I was a reporter. And on 
two occasions I had the “obits” as 
“my assignment. The first because 
I was a cub, and the second be- 
cause I had written a story about 
two men, one of whom was convic- 
ted and one of whom was freed of 
charges of graft. I had everything 
right except the guilty man inno- 
cent and the dismissed man con- 
victed. Naturally the paper was 
considerably put out in more ways 
than one when the man who had 
been declared by the court inno- 
_cent sued for $75,000. 

But what I started to tell about 
was the coverage of death. The 
managing editor of the paper call- 
ed me into his office when I had 
just started. He impressed upon 
me, and the impression still per- 
sists, how important the “obits” 
can be. “Most people,” he said, 
“get their name in the paper on 
two occasions. When they get 
married and when they die. So 
when their name does appear, it is 
quite important to them and their 
friends. That’s why, I want you 
to place special effort on your 
“obits”. Find out interesting facts 
about the person’s life. What did 
he do. What organizations did he 
belong to. How long did he live 
here?” 

Now that I am an editor (ahem), 
I have tried to impress upon my 
reporters how important deaths 
can be. The more so, I often ex- 
plain, because our paper is a 
weekly publication, and because the 
Jewish community is so closely 
knit together. 

Now there is a Jewish publica- 
tion which follows out my idea of 
good coverage of deaths. That 
paper is The Seattle Jewish Trans- 
cript in my estimation, the finest 
published in the United States, al- 
though this honor is considerably 
detracted from by the fact that the 
editor, Herman A. Horowitz, does 
not write his own editorials, but 
prefers to reprint those written by 
the syndicate man in New York 
for about twenty or thirty of the 
weaker Jewish weeklies, from Ind- 
apolis to Seattle.

apse best thing that can be said for the Jew- 
ish community of Japan, North China and 
Manchukuo is that it is small. 

If there were tens of thousands, or hundreds 
of thousands of Jews living under Japan’s do- 
minion then their plight would deserve the same 
attention and sympathy as that of Jews living 
in Italy. 

Today General Higuchi says Manchukuo “will 
in the future gladly support loyal Jewish people, 
enabling Jews to live in peace and to establish 
peaceful homes here”. Tomorrow Higuchi’s gov- 
ernment imports Nazi rabble-rousers to stir up 


hatred against the Jews. 

A government of repression chokes the Jew to 
the point where he cries out for intellectual 
freedom, stirs himself to eliminate injustice, and 
abolish war. Fascist war lords resent this pre- 
sumption, and as the sage says, then the trouble 
begins. Fascism and Judaism get along like fire 
and gasoline. The time when Jews of Japan 
will be recalling Higuchi’s pledge in an effort to 
stem measures against them, will come to pass, 
as assuredly as the selfsame pledge of General 
Ludendorf was hailed out in an effort to amel- 
iorate the persecution of Jews of Germany. 


Could The Fair Exclude The Nazi Exhibit? 


I F we agree that the United States could not, 

under the present world situation, officially 
protest to Germany against the treatment of its 
Jewish population, then we must accede to the 
decision of the world’s fair committee in refus- 
ing the application for the building of a “cham- 
ber of horrors”. 

Denying the application of the Joint Boycott 
Council for the “chamber of horrors’, Grover 
Whalen, president of the fair corporation, de- 
clared that none of the nations at the fair will 
have exhibits serving the purposes of political 
propaganda. Mr. Whalen is not so naive as to 
not know that there is only one political party 
in Germany. Nor can he have forgotten the 
dexterous manner in which the Nazis transform- 
ed the Olympics into a display of alleged Ger- 
man progress. 

It must be accepted that the German exhibi- 
tion will be direct ,effective and deliberate Nazi 
propaganda. Yet it would have been difficult to 


have excluded Germany from the fair. 

The U. S. Government has not made repre- 
sentation to Germany against Jewish persecu- 
tion, yet President Roosevelt has lambasted, 
slapped and denounced Nazi tactics at every op- 
portunity, LaGuardia has given the Hitlerites a 
thorough raking and many Congressman have 
riddled the Third Reich. 

There must be ways of offsetting the obvious 
Nazi advantage. A Palestinian exhibit, a show- 
ing of Jewish contributions to life in America, 
and a seizure of other opportunities as they arise, 
in the manner of President Roosevelt’s chastise- 
ment of Hitler, will have its effect. Then too, it 
must not be forgotten, that if ever a government 
had achieved sublime disrepute in America, it is 
the Nazi regime. Americans viewing the Ger- 
man exhibition will be looking at it critical n 
their disbelief and unimpressed in their back- 
ground of previous knowledge of the true signi- 
ficance of Nazidom, 


The Nazis Have Given An Example 


T IS doubtful whether before 1933 Prof. 
Kulczynski, rector of Lwow University, would 
have resigned in protest against the compulsory 
institution of “ghetto benches” in the institution. 
This is meant as no reflection upon the in- 
tegrity, the courage and the glorious sacrifice of 


the Polish scholar. In resigning from one of the ~ 


highest positions in the scholastic world of Po- 
land, Prof. Kulczynski cleanly stated the situa- 


tion. “Utilization of universities,’ he said, ‘for 
party purposes and blackmail is destroying the 
autonomy of universities and is undermining the 
freedom of science without which science cannot 
exist”, 

The point is would the rector have had such 
a decisive picture of the situatioin had it not 
been for the notorious example of the Nazi throt- 
tling of its universities and intellectual freedom.

FORT WAYNE, Ind.—Support
